Flexible tactile switches are not new in the prior art. The Beggs [U.S. 4,845,323] 
reference presents just such a switch for determining the presence or absence of weight 
of an object. However, there is no prior art device that combines a compressible 
material, external reset button, internal weight sensor located below the top of the 
material and stopwatch timer in the upper portion visible from the top. This combination 
is considered novel and unobvious.
